Tas anunal settlement of accounts 
among the Chinese lias this year been 
atteuded with unusual difficulties, A 
large-uumber of native traders Lave 
either beeu obliged to compromise 
matters with their creditors, or suspend 
payment. Iu the great tnjority of 
oases arrangements have been made 
and the dofaulters will either commence 
the next yenr altogotler free from 
their debts, or under obligations as to 
the balance which they Lave been uu- 
able to discharge, In good number 
of cnses, particularly in the ill trade, 
Unese carryiugs forward of balauces 
have been forced upon the Chiuese 
bankers; although sach things are 
quite contrary to old and universal 
custom. Iu former times all accouuts 
wore fully discharged befqre the cluse 
of. a year, aud in theory, at least, the 
debtor who was unable to satisfy every- 
one at that time, was expected to with- 
draw altogether from this world. Iu a 
very few instances unfortuuate debtors 
Lave this year committed suicide, In 
one case the shroff or mnuager of a 
suspended bank ntoned in this way for 
the undischnrged linbilities of the part 
ners; but as a rule the trader or 
banker who found himself in difficalti 
has preferred compromise Loself-aunibi- 
lation. The unusually large number 
of those who wero ouly able to offer a 
composition to theic creditors, or to 
propose that time should be given them 
for the discharge of their full liabilities, 
may have emboldeued many to depart 
from the course which it was once held 
to be'a poiut of honour they should 
adopt. Wo are not regretting that it 
should hnve been so; bu’ wo may 

















3| doubt whether this forgetfuluess of the 


shame which insolvency once brought 
apou the Chinese, though a great deal 
of it, and all that referred to debts due 
to foreiguere, was sham, is a good 
feature, or likely to improve the future 
trade relationship between them and 
foreigners, ‘There was another thing | 
which may have mitigated the séve. 











trade here, in the interior, and at 
the northern ports in China, had been 
so bad during the last twelve months 
that commerce and credit amoug the 
natives were honeycombed with losses, 
tho result of log continued bad 
trading. ‘Thus, there was a widespread 
doubt of the stability of ficms in every 
trade, and the native baukers were 
compelled to a more than usually 
lenient course of dealing with their cus- 
tomors, as severity might easily have ins 
orensed the pressure for accommodation 
into a panio. Now, although the demand 
for loans has been constant and large 
daring tho last four or five weeks, there 
has never been anything like the panios 
which have burst upon our little market 
in former times. Exchange advanced 
from 1 to 1} per cont during the last 
month, as the foreign banks found 
Usemselves called on to lend money for 
which they could obtain 10 to 12 per 
cent perannum. Lu previous seasous, 
and under similac circumstances, the 
rates of exchange have advauoed much 
more seriously ; but at these times 
there was siot only a demand for money 
on Joan, but a cousiderable business in 
exports going on at the sawe time; 
whereas the purchasing of silk ou fors 
eign account has for some weeks pnst 
all but stopped. 

Now that the busitiess of a bad year 
Las been closed, the Chinese may be ex- 
pected to take a hopefal view of the 
fature, as soou as the festivities of the 
senson are over, It must have beou 

pprrent to them for some time that 
this New Your settlement would bo ate 
tended with great and widespread diffi. 
ties, They were’ losing mouey right 
and left in their business, aud those of 
them who had resorted to speculative 
measures bad no reason to congratu. 
late themselves, A good deal of capital 
had beou iuvested iu land ia Shanghai, 
the retacus for which were small. 
Some joiut stook companies had abs 
sorbed farther sums, and none of thede 
concerns were paying dividends. A 
large quantity of silk was held by one 
specalator, who was a heavy borrower 
from foreign and native banks, aud 
cousiderable quantities of imports were 
in secoud or third bands aud advanced 
upon by bankers. ‘The Chinese bankers 
kuew thesethings; anda little more than 
a mouth ago were supposed to Lave fully 
rovided mouey for this New-Year.

All| countrymen were more extensive than 
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they had supposed, and it will bo well 
if this causes them to inoresse the 
working capital with which their busi- 
ness hete is carried on. The prepara- 
tions for this past settlement most 
have had the effect of restrictiug trade, 
generally, Lore, and at the places which 
wo supply. Internal exchanges have 
oonsequently been adverse, and Chinese 
bankers have curtailed their tran 
sactions as much as possible for some 
few months past. Now that things have 
been either satisfactorily settled, or 
settled in some fashion, and the worst, 
or nearly the worst, realized, it is renson- 
able to expect that business in imports 
will be'botter daring this spring thau it 
has been inthe last twelve months. So 
far as imports are concerned very consi- 
derable purchases must soon be made to 
meet the usual wants of the up-river 
ports, and we should hope that the 
northorn markets will take a fair quau- 
tity of these when the ice has broken up. 
The prospects of Woollous aro said to 
bo botter now than they have been 
for somo time. As regards silk 
tho market for which is now and 
has for fifteon or sixteen months been 
dominated by one large speculator,— 
whether we sball see a good business 
dono in it depends almost entirely on 
the course which affuirs may tako in 
France. If events there depress the 
Buropeau markets, prices here will 
probably be maintained by speculators 
at prices which will prevent merchants 
from buying, aud a dull dragging bu: 
ness will ensue, which, by continuing 
the lock up of foreign and untive capital 
iu tho article, cannot fail seriously to 
iuterfore with trade in general.

There arefour of 
120 aud six of 80 candle power, and they are 
placed at tho junctions with the oross ronda 
which intersect the above-named thorough 
fare. ‘Thoy are supplied with both patent 

ad common burners, the latter be 
stituted for the fonner at miduig 
patent buruer gives three distinct flames 
which buru with groat brillianey and 
throw the old fashioned lamps completely 
into the shade, ‘They are not likely how- 
over to rival the electric light. 

‘Phe American mail brings advices of the 
successful exhibition in Cloveland and 
‘ew York of Mr. Brush’s storaye batteries 
with the Swan Incandescont lamps. In 
these batteries the electricity is actually 
“bottled up’ as gas is ina gasholder, and. 
the lamps being connected by wires are 
supplied from tho battery exactly as gas is, 
the Lamps being lighted by ierely turning 
ow the tap, and can be tirnod ow or off at 
pleasure. ‘ho battery is simple in cou- 
sicuction, consisting of a square box con- 

ng cells, in each of which are two east 
lead plates." They are portable and can be 
packed and shipped as any other mer- 
chandise. ‘They can be handled without 
danger and can be made of any size 
required. A battery of twenty-four colls 
will contain enough electricity to supply 
twenty lamps of twenty-candle power each 
for eight hours, ‘The Brush systom is 
thus complete in every respect, the loss of 
energy in storing and again giving up 
electricity is comparatively small, and any 
required amount of electricity can be accu- 
mulated or stored and afterwards used 
either for light, power, chemical action, 
telegraphy or any other purpose for whiclt 
electricity obtained from other sourcs 
usel. ‘The principal use, howerer, is to 
furniat enfrents for incandescont lights. 
Heretofore all incandescent lighting’ has 
been dene from dynamo machines, and. 
as been 4 expensive as to be unable to 
compete with gas or oil. This dificulty 
is entirely obviated by the new storage 
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batteries. ‘The batteries will be-charged 
during the day by the samo machines that 
run the are lights in our streets at night. 
‘When tho battery is charged it is imma- 
terial whether one lamp is used at a tine 
orall that the battery is capable of supply- 
ing; they all burn with perfect steadiness 

id uniform power. Each lamp takes 
its exact proportion of the power and 
no more, and there is consequently no 
waste, however slowly or rapidly the 
current is used. Each storaze battery is 
provided with an automatic switch so 
arranged that the battery is changed when 
required, and cut out as soon as full, with 
out attention. Attached to the switch is 
a meter which registers the amount of 
current that has passed into the battery ; 
so that each user of lights will hare his 
own reervoir of electricity, and will be 
free from any chance of accidents caused 
by other users or from the central station, 
While his meter tells him the exact quautity 
he is consuming. ‘The Shanghai Electric 
Company has the sole right to use those 
Datteries with the Swan lamps in China 
and Hongkong. ‘They expect a supply 
very shortly, and are already recoiting 
applications from private cousumers for 
them. 

About half-past ton on Thursday night the 
fire-bell commenced tolling at the Central 
Station, and it was soon discovered that the 
outbreak iwas in the Freuch Concession 
Tho police immediately turned out aud 
hurried towards the direction in which the 
reflection of the flames was seon.

—Between twelve and one o'clock on 
Saturday morning, 27th Jan., fire broke 
out on board the steamer Carisbrooke, which 
arrived here from the coast ports on the 
26th Jan, The origin of the 
present a mystery, and some un ty 
exists as to the exact part of the ship it 
broke out in. At prosont it is beli 
that it must either have commenced in the 
bunkers or in the fore-part of the cabin, 
which is situated amidships, Immediately 
on discovering the fire Capt. Scott and the 
other European officers ou board, aix in 
all, sot to work with buckets and a couple 
of horses, one which belonged to the ship, 
and one which was obtained from a fresh 
water boat which was alongside at the 
time. Guns were fired, and blue lights 
shown, aud in a short time Inspector 
Cradock and a party of Polico proceeded 
to the burning ship, and rendered great 
assistance, both in endeavouring to ex: 
tinguish the fire, and also in getting the 
larze number of Chinese passengers, 540 
in all, taken off the ship. Europ 
ollivers of the steamer Thales also gavo 
valuable aid, while a torpedo buat from 
H.M.S. Audacious was in attendance for 
the purpose of sinking her by this moan 
All efforts to put ont the fire, wh 
spread forward, were soon fo 
useless, aud the bilges were opened with 
the view of seuttling the ship. About fuur 
o'clock the steamtug Fame towed the 
Curisbrooke into comparatively shallow 
water, a little to the west of the Sailor’s 
ne, where she savk about six o'clock, 
where she now lies in about three 
oms of water. ‘The forepart of the 
ship has been almost completely gutted. 
‘The cargo in the forshold was not a very 
very valuable one, but the lose neverthle 
will be considerable. ‘Phe Carisbrooke is 
the property of the Bun Hin Chan firm, 
who bought her in 1873, aud the ship 
itself is worth about $125,000. Arrange. 
ments have been made to convey the 
Chinese passengers to Singapore by the 
Telemachus, which is advertised to leave 
at noon to-day (27th.) We regret to learn 
that Captain Scott, who has commanded 
the o milroae since 1873, has lost all hi 
all his personal property, which he values 
at $4,000, and which is Gotirely uninsured:

‘The wreck and unsalved cargo of the 
s.s. Wh was sold on Monday afternoon 
by Mr. BE.

Every 
service that could be rendered for one 
dollar by a company whose capital is 
honestly twenty millions could bo fairly 
charged at three dollatw by a company 
whose capital is honestly sixty millions, 
But if a company’s capital is made up of 
twenty million dollars and forty millions 
in lies, and it calls this combination sixty 
million dollars, aud consequently chargeu 
threo dollars for a one-dollar despatch, it 
robs every customer of two-thieds of the 
money it receives from him, That is what 
the cable monopoly is doing all the time.”

THE MADAGASCAR QUESTION. 
Tae singular treatment which the 
Malagasy Envoy and his colleague 
received from the Freuch Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, andasubordiuate acting 
apparently under his orders, has in- 
vested their mission with more interest 

than would otherwise have been be- 
stowed upon it, The Ambassadors had 
been for some time in Paris, bearers of 
certain representations fromtheir Queen 
upon matters on which the French iu Ma- 
dagasoar have been creating differences 
between the two nations. ‘They bad 
boon very coldly treated from the first. 
The President refused to receive them 
unless they gave complete satisfaction 
to France upon two points ; these being 
the chief in the matters in dispute. 
A few weeks afterwards, on the 25th 
November, after considerable pressure 
hind been plnoed upon them to indace 
them to yield to the French demands, 
@ written ultimatum was suddenly pre- 


sented to them from the Ministry of | Bi 


Foreign Affaire, This document siipu- 
lated that the Hova or Malagasy Go- 
yerument should recognize a French 
Protectorate over the west const of 
Madagascar, aud the right of the French 
to acquire Innd undor ninety-nino years 
Tenses. The Ambasandors were told 
tliat if they refused to sign this docu- 
mont the most serious consequences to 
their country would follow, They did 
refuse to sign; and their reply was 
trented with contempt by the Freuch 
Foreign Minister, Subsequently they 
wore visited at their hotel by the agont 
of the Foreign Office who had con- 
ducted the abortive negotiations be- 
tweou them and the Minister, who re- 
quired them to lower their national 
fing which had beon flying over the 
hotel in which they were residing ; nud 
on their refusing be cnlled ou the 
hotel people who throw open the win- 
dow and took in the flag. Tho Am- 
bassadors immediately left for Loudon, 
where they were received with oo 
siderable sympathy ; which at the de- 
parture of last mail appeared to be on 
the increase. This is uot to bo won- 
dered at, as tho treatmout which they 
had received had been of 80 extraordi- 
nary and uncourteous a character, It 
is, of course, quito possible that a little 
too much has been made of the Am- 
bassadors since their arrival in London, 
Besides sympathy with their object in 
“going to Europe, there are at the 
presout time other foolings very widely 
diffused among Englishmen, which 
would make them join hoartily in any 
demonstration which appeared to be 
anti-Freuch, But the Buglish press 
has been careful to show that while 
upon the whole it takes the Malagasy 
side in the dispute with France, it 
recognizes the fact that there arecertain 
treaty rights which support a part of the 
Frouch claims. And Lord Granville, 
when receiving a deputation from the 
Madagascar committee—a body that 
has apparently been formed in London 

















to watch the conrse of events in this 
question in the interest of Madagascar— 
said with reference to the right to hold 
land on ninety-nine years leases which 
France demands for ber citizens-—Both 
Feance and England, though France 
has stuck to it more pertinaciously 
than we have, have conteuded that 
they have already treaty rights which 
give a claim to both French and Eng- 
lish subjects to purchase and. hold it, 
It thos “appears that Lord Granville, 
at least to some extent, supports the 
principle of the French demand as to 
land-holding in the island. But, as 
regards the French claim to a protect 
orate of the west coast of Madagascar, 
ho stated that he was uot aware of auy 
treaty which gives such a right to 
France. It appears that this demand 
is based upon a large cession of ter- 
ritory made in 1848 by a tribe which 
was in robellion, But it is stated that 
uo reference is made to this cession in 
the treaty which was coucluded be- 
tween France and Madagascar in 1868, 
8 this, the Emperor Napoleon 
expressly recognized the goverament 
of the Hovas over the whole island in 
that very year of 1868, ‘Tho claim to 
& protectorate over a portion of tho 
island which has been advanced by the 
French daring Inte years, would thas 
appear to rest upon statements that 
certain uatives in the west aud north 
have placed themselves under French 
protection. When this claim was made 
in Madagascar the Hova govornmout 
disrogarded it, and established Custom- 
houses; aud when the Freuch Consul 
remonstrated, be was threatened with 
violence. 

‘Tho interests which Eogland has in 
Madagascar are not largo; but the 
secretary of the Committees which sent 
a deputation to Lord Granville, stated 
that there are five times as many Euglish 
as Frouch in the Island, aud that the 
amonnt of our trade with it is qua- 
draple that of France, while a largo 
portion of the food supply of Mauritins 
is drawn from the islaud. ‘The 
efforls which the Queen and her 
Ministers have been making for several 
years past to improve the condition 
of the people aud extend civilization, 
havo uatarally drawn a great deal 
of attention to them, and a warm 
interest bas boon taken in their policy. 
‘These feelings will naturally load mauy 
people to countenance action on the 
part of the English Goverument to 
defeat the ends which the Frouch have 
in view. What the Government has 
really done we do not know. Nego- 
tintions are in progress in Paris aud 
are said to be goiug on satisfactorily ; 
aud this is very likely to be the 
ease if the policy of the Govern- 
ment has been couceived in the spirit 
of Lord Derby’s ‘recent speech ab 
Manchester. “But it is uot a question,” 
he said of the French claims on Mada- 
gascar, “which would justify anything 
beyond friendly mediation; and if, as 
seems likely, the matters iu dispute are 
@ mere pretext, and the seizure of a

FORMER BMBASSIES TO PEKING, 

‘Tue effect of aggressive Chinese wars 
daring last century was to increase 
the number of embas: After the 
war in Barma, the willingnoss not 
ouly of that country but also of Cochin 
China and Siam, as also the kingdom 
of Nanchang, to send representatives 
with presents to Peking was visibly 
increased. In consequence of this the 
frequenoy of the arrival of embassies 
in the capital from those countries 
became quite remarkable, Ninety-two 
years ago when the time was Chien 
Lung, and tho great-great-grandfathor 
of the Emperor now reigning was on 
the Throne and had just attained 
his eightieth year, stream after stream 
of ambassadorial foreign envoys with 
their followers in long procession were 
seen entering the metropolis to present 
addresses of congratulation and offer 
presents. The fine old Emperor of 
that date, seeing bow eager the subject 
sovereigns of the state were to express 
their reverent feclings of admiration 
and delight, wrote with the Vermilion 
Pencil many a brief Edict of Thanks for 
the numerous gifts which then came 
from each kingdom in double quantity, 
On all such occasions presents must be 
given in return. It would not be right 
to bo loss generons in giving than were 
the ralers of the Tributary states ; or, a8 
one Edict quite oxpressively words it, 
to allow of there being a single instance 
of “thick come, thin go” was not to 
be thought of. 

Corea came first, and after her Cochin- 
China, with preseuts of rhinoceros horn, 
ivory, lutestring, cinnamon and fine 
cloth. ‘This was preliminary to a visit 
of the King, who, after receiving per- 
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n, wont with his son and chief 
Minister in person to Peking, taking 
with him @ congratulatory Ode written 
with gold letters, and various golden 
ragons, unicorns and storks, aloes, 
clocks, and two tame elephants. By 
order of the Emperor some officers of 
the Imperial Guards proceeded to meet 
the King at twenty miles distanco from 
the capital ou the Pao-ting Fa road, 
and thero presonted bim with ton asa 
special mark of attention. The King 
was subsequently, like Lord Mecartney 
ome years later, condacted to Jehol, 
where the Hmporor was, and after offer- 
ing Lis congratulations was presented 
with embroidered satin, brocade, velvet 
and other stuffs, together with a horse, 
yellow reing, an embroidered satin robe, 
-bottles of tea, two bottles of snuff 
d some fans. In addition to this, 
silver was given him to the amount of 
ton thousand taels, besides au immense 
variety of articles, such as clothing, a 
olock, @ coral necklace, a fan inscribed 
with @ poom by the Emperor, a picture 
of the lake at Hangohow drawn by tho 
Emporor, » copy of the Emperor's 
collected pooms and a jade figure re- 
prosonting Tang Fang-so, a savant of 
the Han dynasty. These gifts were 
bestowed on on nine different

porcelain cups and plates, cloth, glass. 
ware, lacquered ware, snuff boxes and 
80 on, When the Emporor loft Mongolia 
for Peking, the King of Cochin-China 
wont ‘and received more presents 
at the Palace of Yuen Ming Yuen on 
fourteen differont occasions, Among 
thom were somo deer of the unique 
spooies proserved in tho south park, 
Blaphus Davidiensis, 9 copy of the 
music played on the occasion of the Em- 
peror's birthday, some foreign cloc! 
watohes, and namborless other gifts, 
Ho and his six Ministers were special 
favourites of the octogenarian Emperor. 
After them came the ambassadors of 
the King of the Shan state between 
Burma and Tangking, thon called 
Nan-chang ; and then in succession the 
representatives of Burma, Siam and 
Liuohiu, making in all six tributary 
Kingdoms, All wore their national 
costumes, made presents of the best 
productions of their respective climates, 
and used adalatory Innguage in ad- 
dressing the Emperor, acknowledging 
his auzerainty and congratulating him 
on his age and the prosperity of the 
Empire. This could uot be otherwise 
than: pleasing to Imperial pride, and 
Obina swith her great resources was 
both able to out-do the givers by more 
splendid giving, and was not unwilling, 
in accordance with her position, aud 
tho daty of the lord paramount, to be 
extremely gracious and kind. ‘Limes 
are obavged now. Nothing has happened 
for many years to induce Burma or 
Siam to send Embassies to Peking. 
Nanchang has disappeared. Linchiu 
haa boon reclaimed by Japan and no 
longer ranks as a fondatory of the 























larger Empire. Cochin-Chiua and 
Corea have both during the past 
year required wilitary intervention. 
China finds it impossible to maintain 
her system of Tributary states without 
war expenditare. She would rather 
send out armies into the territories of 
her two remaining subject kingdoms 
than lose them, and she is deeply 
interested in the continuance at the 
same time of friendship with France 
and Japan. Probably there are few 
things at present that are more import- 
ant in the view of the Peking Govern- 
ment than the negotiations now being 
carried on in Paris by their representa- 
tive the Marquis Tséng. In fact the 
old order of things is passing away, 
it bo not already obsolete. ‘The seuti- 
mental relations previously existing 
between China and the smaller Eastern 
states are vanishing, aud any uvew 
relations which may be formed must 
be based on principles of which cogni 
ance is taken by international law.

DEAN BUTCHER. 
Ons of the meetings soon, no doubt, 
to be held, to which the public look 
forward with exceptional interest, is 
that of the Cathedral subscribers. At 
presont the state of affairs in connec. 
tion with Yeinity Cathedral 
manent, and therefore unsatisfactory. 
We have a Bishop, an Archdeacon, and 
an excellout Minister-in-cbarge ; but the 
Dean is absent, aud no one in Shang. 
hai appears to know whether he intends 
to return or uot. In view of the ap- 
pronching annual meeting it is neces. 
sary that some definite steps should be 
taken without nny farther delay, and 
we have every reason to lope that the 
‘Trustees will come prepared with a 
well-considered scheme, calculated to 
put an end to the present condition of 
uncertainty and discontent. It is, we 
fear, impossible to close our eyes to 
the fact that Dean Butcher has acted 
in ® manuer which has caused pain 
and disappoiutment to his friends, He 
has failed to answer the urgent ap- 
plications, telegraphic and epistolary, 
which have reached him from Shang- 
hai; pleaded for extensions of leave on 
the ground of delicate health; avowed 
his extreme anxiety and intention to 
return as soon as possible, at times 
when he was credited by other ramours 
with having oxpressed his horror at 
the bare iden of ever residing in 
Shanghai again; and, dually, in let- 
lers commencing with the assurance 
that he was going to set all doubts 
at rest, he has left his Correspondents 











as much in the dark as ever, These 
communications from the Deau remind 
one of the time-honoured practice of 
professional conjurors. “Now I am 
going to show you how this trick is 
done, Observe me carefully, and you 
will detect it at once.” Of course ‘the 
triok is not revealed ; and no more are 
the intentions of the Dean, 

There is, however, one point about 
which there can be no question ; and 
this will serve as | ground on which 
the subsoribers may base their future 
policy, It is perfectly clear that the 
Dean does not wish to return to China, 
If he did, he would not have taxed the 
patience of his congregation as far as 
he has taxed it, nor would he have run 
the risk of bis position being filled up, 
To put it more plainly still: had the 
Dean really wished to return, he would 
have taken core that no misundor- 
standing should exist upon the point; 
his communications would have been 
more candid, and therefore more consi« 
derate. That the Dean’s loss will bo 
severely felt by his many friends goes 
without saying. Hoe eudeared himeelf 
to most of us by his genial manners, 
his ready sympathy, and his charm. 
ing conversation. Even those who 
were most apt to spenk oynically of 
the depth of the Dean's feelings 
ackuowledged the attractions of bis 
compnuionship. So thoroughly was he 
identified with the place he lived in 
that one often heard it said Shanghai 
is not Shanghai without the Dau.” 
Woe do not think it possible that Shang. 
hai as ® community can part with Doan 
Butcher without a pang; and we have 
no doubt that, if questioned upon the 
subject, Dean Butchor wonld readily 
assert that it cost him an equally 

© pang to part with Sbanghai. 
It is very likely just this reluctance 
that hos made him so ambignons 
in his correspondence touching his 
roturn; he could not make up his 
mivd to break the old ties all at once, 
but proferred goutly unloosing them 
by degrees. Now, however, that the 
severance has been made—for we do 
not see how, under the circumstances, 
this can be denied—it behoves us to 
recoguise the fact, and act upon 
accordingly. It is possible that the 
majority of our readers imagine that 
what they have to do now is to elect 
another pastor, Such would, doubtl 
be the method of procedure in a None 
covformist Chapel, conducted on the 
Congregational principle, But we are 
apt to forget that the Cathedral sub. 
scribers are not Congregational 
seuters, but members of the Oluroh of 
England ; that the cathedralsbip of the 
charch they worship in is recognised 
at home, Dr. Batcher having beon 
“gazotted” ag Dean in the regular and 
ordinary way ; aud that according to 
the practice of the establishmout it is 
the Bishop who appoints, and not the 
congregation that elects, the incumbent 
to any vacant living. There ia no 
doubt something very agreeable in 
feeling that the world is now before us, 
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and that we cau choose a man who is 
likely to please us best. Nor, wore we 
to do so, would any difficulty arise at 
home. ‘At the same time, considering 
the differences of tuste, feeling, cou- 
viction, aud education which exist 
among the worshippers in Trinity Ca- 
thedral,and the impossibility of pleasing 
everybody in the selection of an incum- 
bout, it would be tho wiser, as well as 
the more regular course, to apply for 
one, through Bishop Moule, to the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. We make 
this suggestion because wo believe the 
probabilities aro strongly in favour of 
its proving iu every way successful 
stop if promplly carried out, A pious, 
discreet, aud learued mau, of mature 
age and experience, aud able to fill the 
post of Donn with energy aud zeal, 
would, wo believe, prove a solid 
blessiug to tho community, Nor do 
we believe that there would be any 
difficulty in finding such aman, ‘The 
avenues of church preferment in Eng- 
laud are not particularly broad, aud 
there aro many clergymen of per- 
sonal eminence who would bo glad to 
avail theraselves of such au opportunity 
wero it to be offored. 

Wo have indicated, as briefly as 
possible, the principal points in the 
subject under discussion as they appear 
tous, These are, tho definitive retire- 
mont of Dean Butcher from Shanghai, 
aud the necessity of finding a suc- 
cessor to his post. Ibis to be hoped 
that both will bo calmly aud carefully 
cousidered at the annual meeting of 
subscribers, aud a conclusion come to 
in accordance with the conditions of 
the onge, We regret the withdrawal 
of Dean Butchor, aud we regrot still 
more the manuer iv which bis resolu- 
tion to withdraw bas been brought 
home to his friends in China, Evory- 
body, however, will join us in wishing 
tho Doan all happiness aud prosperity 
in whatever position his future career 
may mark out for him,

we have received a number of the China 
Mail, in which a Correspondent writes

“The Reve FR. Smith, who has been 
chaplain to the Settlement’ during the last 
four years, proceeds to England by the next 
mail steamer.

NOTE ON PETHOLEUM IN KOREA, 
oe ge aces 
BY DE. MACEOWAN. 
‘Korea is far from being a fertile country, 
aud unless exploration discloses consider 
able mineral wealth the prospect of Lowell 


and Manchester fabrics being in-demand 


in that peninsula will not be very en- 
couraging. Much has been said respecting 
its auriferous and other metallic deposits, 
but the existence of petroleum has hitherto 
escaped notice, although Koreans hare 
been acquainted with it from time 
memorial, desiguating it “ stone-brain oi 
Hydrocarlinn deposits are found throu; 
portions of Eastern Asia from Burmah to 
the girdle of islands that face the Pacific ; 
on the peninsula of Korea petroleum is 
found several hundred li north-east from 
Hanyang, the capital,* Its earliest uso was 
asa war material, but in what manuer its 
combustible properties were availed of in 
internecine combats is not stated. Its 
medical properties are noted, being parti- 
cularly named as au anthelmintic; it is 
iu use as x lubricant and for- rendering 
silk and cotton waterproof, but not much 
for illuminating purposes.’ It is found in 
crevices of rocks when heated by solar 
rays, it is collected by meaus of “straw: 
(the’ particular mode not named) and 
kopt in earthen vessels ; it corrodes gold 
and copper utensils, it is destractire to 
fish and terrapin, burns with cousiderable 
smoke, isfreefromsulphurwus and arsenical 
fumes, burns fiercely under water; one 
Ikind is called from its consistence “atoie 
"ornaphtha, ‘The Chinese became 
acquainted with the article in the twelfth 
century. They themselves need 
boring for petroleum in 152 
At present the subject is of interest to 
mineralogists ouly, possibly rock bering 
will render the naptha region attractive 
to capitalists.

‘Tho Cmaraan said—Gontlemon, thero 
i ittle to bring before you beyond 
is briefly stated in the report which 
Ihave just read. Considering the diffi- 
culties which have generally to be met and 
overcome in the starting of any new enter- 
prise, and that the premises of the Com- 
pany’ may be said to have been in the 
builders’ hands sinco its formation, I trust 
that you will consider even so smail a pro- 
fit as the balance forward to the 
credit of the new account to be a 
factory result for the working of the'first 
few months, and to hold out favourable 
prospects for the future. The storage 
accommodation from the first was limit. 
ed—so much so that wo had at times 
to let proposed business go past us 
from inability to undertake it. Tho 
alterations, repairs, and improvements to 
the goduwns existing when the property 
was taken over were necessary to make 
them first-class risks for purpose of insur- 
ance, and the two new godowns are strong, 
well built buildings, specially constructed. 
to meet their requirements, Further 
buildings will be erected whon needed, 
and it may not be out of place to mention 
here that we can, when the time comes, 
reclaim and fill in at least 40 mow of land, 
so that our area will be considerable for 
building and for the purpose of storing out- 
of-doot cargo. ‘The wharves are now con- 
nected, and, with the new wharf staging,

Cottificate, claiming English protection. 
Re, you will kindly, allom me, to tll 

New Kingewood School Boy, that although 
it need not necessarily be British acknow- 
ledgments of service, yet the same length 
of service and the same grad 
petency as in the United Kingdom aro 
required from the foreigner, wishing to 
obtain a certificate in Hongkong. He has 
first to take his certificate aud a list of all 
his sorvitudo at sea to his Consulate, prove 
this list to be correct by authentic papers, 
et it translated and aigned and stamped 
By hie Consal, before he is accepted as a 
oandidat 
In reference to the British protection, 
afforded by holding a British certificate, I 












































refer New Kingswood School Boy to an 
article in the British Marine Service Journal 
of April 1881. Ho will find there amongst 
other valuable information, that a British 
Certificate does not entitle the holder to 
English protection when he has disobeyed 
the laws of his native country.

THE CATTLE EPIDEMIO, 1882, 
To the Editor of the 
Nonru-Cumsa Dat News, 

Sm,—The latter half of the yoar 1882 
isa period that the dairymen aud cattle 
owners of Shanghai aud neighbourhood 
mill have good cause to remember. Foreign 
residents have often made the loss in cattle 
a matter of conversation, but they never 
I think had a fall idea of the amount of 
sickness prevalent amongst cattle or the 
number that died. ‘True there are In- 
spectora of Markets, but little informa- 
tion was given in’ their reports, and 
that generally of a rosy hue. And such 
reporis of a reassuring nature wero 
being published when the fell disease was 
busiest at work. Why or for what reasons, 
was better information uot given? Perhaps 
it was from ignorance on the part of the 
Tuspectors, or froma wish not to alarm the 
public, It matters not for me, and I do not 



























wish to judge. The dise now nearly 
died out, though ani occasional case still 
crops up. 

Muoh of the evil that befell the dairy- 
men originated, I do not doubt, in the im- 
perfect inspection and deficient ry 
arrangements in the cattle sheds and 
slaughter houses at Pabi-sin-jao. The 
sanitary arrangements are in the filthiest 
stato imaginable, and are not only a 
constant danger to the cattle coming to 

















tho ahods, but aro a sourco of danger 
to the ts of the sottloments. Blood, 
dung, 1d offal, and the contents of 






the stomachs of both sound and di 
animals, also, commonly, the food refused 
by sick cattle, aro” indiscriminately 
gotrid of by being tossed into the Defence 
Creek, and by the ebb and flow of the tide 
carried to the Yang-king-pang, Soochow, 
and City Creeks to spread disease wherever 
thoy are carried. Any one observing the 
stato of the Defence Oreck near to the 
slaughtor-houses during e 
of summer, will find the bed of the creek 
at low water to be a moving mans of red 
animaleule, Surely if these things wore 
looked at in a common-sonse view, it would 
be found an insuperable objection to the 
proposed now slaughter house on the 
French Concession. ‘The Defence Crock 
would still be the means of drainage for 
all the filth and dirt from the slaughter- 
house, which would still contaminate the 
water of the creek that is used by. so 
for culinary and other pur- 
poses, ‘are dirty and objec- 
tionable enough without their being made 
tho main drain of a slaushter-houso, A 
clean and properly managed slaughter. 
house is a groat desideratum, but by all 
it should be where proper sanitar 
arrangements oan be carried out, aud woll

That neighbourhood has 
the country people for 
ho slaughter hou:

Discase was brought in by these 
beasts; many of them arriving in a sickly 
cotldition, the sicklieat of them being sold 
ficat. Oue morning, about nine o'clock, in 
passing, I saw tied up to tho rail of the 
bridge a black yearling whose owner had 
stopped to look at some other beasta; 
yearling was in the last 
and was omitting a fotid 
aymptoma wore well marke 
putrid gleat from her nostril 
that from the noatrila being intermixed 
with blood. She was all tucked up in the 
belly, and constantly passing nothing but 
blood. It was as much as she could do to

similar state of things continued from 
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the beginning till about the 20th August, 
when the number of cattle began to 
got smaller from deaths and from asmaller 
number eoming from the country. Where 
waa the Inspector all this time? It is 
supposed that nearly all these cattle go 
into the hands of the knackers and are 
boiled down. The Chinese are supposed 
to consume all the boiled mest, or nearly 
40, but where do the tongues, kidneys, and 
tails go to? A bullock may be in the 
early of the disease ; the butcher 
yory likely knows that it is ‘so, and that 
it has refused its food; but if it is properly 
bled, and then killed and dressed, he may 
send the carcase to the market for sale, 
and when it is exposed for sale it is almost 
impossible to detect that anything has been 
the matter with it when alive. 

‘The diseaso having taken firm hold 
amongst the cattle at Pal-sin-jao, it passed 
along the Defence Creek, attacked a dairy- 
man’scattlenearthe Cemetery bridge, carry- 
ing of nearly all his buffaloes, aud passed 
on to the Buffalo Farm at the back of the 
Horse Bazaar, nearly stripping itof all its 
atuck, a smaller mau in the same locality 
losing all. A dairy in the Zaw-jao Road 
Jost every head of atock. The Farm lost 
noverely, while two gentlemen on the 
Road near the Farm lost one and two 
foreign cows respectively; also a cow sent 
from Hankow for a pu 
‘The disoas jouth and East; 
the milkman near ingpo Jous House 
lost a number; the Buffalo man near the 
‘Wost gate tho greater part of his stock; 
and Hall, in the Ruo des Peres, lost alot of 
recoutly imported Australian cows. At the 
samo time the disease spread to Hougkew, 
and the Buffalo men there suffered a severe 
Joss, whilo » nombor of fine Australian 
cows and a goat, pasturing in lower Hong 
Kew, woro all carried off in December last. 
To my knowledge over 300 head of cattle 
have boon lost in Shanghai by the cattle 
‘epidemic since July. 

‘The epidemic attacked cattle of all ages, 
and generally there were well marked 
symptoms ; in most cases, six days be- 
fore the beasts refused food, and they 
lingered four to nino days after that, A 
milch cow, after she shows symptoms of 
being attacked by demi 
to give her usual supply of milk till 
refuses food, and the morning after re 
fusing food sho will give a quaré and 
gradually dey up. All cows are not the 
same under the disease; some dry quickly, 
‘and othors I have known to give milk till 
very noar death, As a case, and that a 
prominent one, a Chinaman last September 
leading a cow in tho morning to a 
gentleran’s house to be milked ; she stag- 
gered and fell in the Foochow Road aud 
shortly died. She ha symptom of 
Native dairymon as long as 
tho cow gives milk take it from her, and 
sell it for consumption. Whether this is 
done from ignorance or avarice I willl eave 
others'to judge, but sensible people know 
that milk from a sick cow is not fitfor use. 
For a certainty there is more fraud in 
the milk trade in Shanghai than foreiguers

‘The 
examplo of many towns in England might 
be well followed in this respect. 

During the worst of the epidemic, cattle 
bolonging to farmers on the Pootung side 
wore landed at the east gate, sickly aud 
heathy, from one to five and six at a 
time, and led through the streets at all 
hours of the day. Many of these animals 
wero in the various stages of the disease, 
yet the farmers’ people took them through 
the streets at all hours of the day, without 
let or hindrance, while the dead beasts 
were, according to old custom, taken up 
the Yang-king-pang Creek by boat during 
the night. 

‘The proprietors of the cattle sheds at 

ali-sin-jao ought to have strict super- 
vision exercised over them. -These men as 






























































































a rule are not owners, but simply keep the 
cattle for the dealers until sold, so that in 
case a beast falls sick, and a butcher can- 
not be got to take it, it is allowed to stand 
amongst the sound animals and communi- 
cate the disease all around so long as its 
keep is paid for.

Ido not fancy 
that any of the foreigners in Shanghai 
would care to have their wives, sisters, or

A few soom to be 
seized with the mania for biting at timos, 
and then for s while, though excited, be- 
come comparatively quiet ; others, snappish 
at first, aro, in the later stages of the disease, 
seized with dumb paralysis. . Early in the 
yeara large foreign dog, after a mad career 
in which he bit all the dogs he met, made 
his way into the city and was shot by the 
soldiers in one of the Yaméns, Rabies 











is very common amongat Chinese doga, and 
whether it is from a difference in the con- 
stitutions of the dogs, or from the difference 
of feeding and way of being kept, as a rule 
they donot become so violent.as the foreign 
dogs. All stamina seoms, as a rule, to go 
out of the dog shortly after his seizure with 
the disease, but some retain their strength, 
and are very violent. But all dogs are 
alike dangerous when once they have thi 
sickness. Last year two dogs’ coolies 
1d bites from dogs with rabies while 
defending their masters’ dogs from being 
acked, and in both cases they were 
ized with hydrophobia and died. People 
in Shanghai ought to be thankful that so 
fow have been bitten, as it is not an unusual 
thing to soe a dog’ on tho strosts with 
the diseaso ; and so few foreigners can 
recognise the disease in many of its forms 
that they might pass = dangerous dog 
and never know of it, Many of the 
Chinese curs that are seized with rabies 
in such a low condition that they 
are not able to be dangerous, but will 
stagger about in a stupid way, and though 
they make many an attempt to snap, 
seldom they succeed in making a bil 
‘The question of how to get rid of all the 
mangy, useless, and ownerless curs that 
infest the settlements is ono well worthy 
of being discussed by the Municipal 
Council ; these dogs aro a standiug sourco 
of danger, and the sooner they aro knocked. 
on the head and out of the way, the quicker 
a constantly menacing danger will be past,
